Mr. Ralston, whose inflexible | 
course in the cabinet brought the 
issue to decision, announced he 
would vote for the government plan | 
to send 16,000 NRMA men overseas | 
at once, He doesn’t like it, it is | 
unsatisfactory, only partial, yet he 
will accept it rather than face the | 
possibility of cabinet re-organiza- | 
tion or an election that would de- | 
lay the immediate sending of rein- | 
forcements overseas, | 

The Quebec members, to whom | 
conscription is anathema, have 
found a face-saving formula. They 
are gong to offer by previous | 
arrangement, a motion condemn- 
ing conscription, knowing it will | 
either be ruled out of order by } 
the speaker or even if put to a 
vote, be lost. Then, having justi- | 
fied their position, they will, in 
majority, vote for the govern- 
ment motion as the lesser of two 
evils. 

Their proof of this was furnished | 
early last evening in the violent at- 
tack launched on the government! 
by, Hon. Earl Rowe (PC, Dufferin- 
Simcoe). In the temporary absence 
of house leader Gordon Graydon, | 
Mr. Rowe demanded full conscrip- 
tion of all able-bodied men in the 


country for war purposes. The 
speech, bitter against the Prime 
Minister and his compromising

Ralston’s withering condemnation 
of the government's delay in arriv- 
ing at a decision.

GRITTING THE TEETH IN 
SLEEP 
Dead and buried, I hope, are

At first glance it looks as if Mars 
is adding romance and mystery to 
war marriages. Investigation sup- 
ports the romance, wipes out all 
the mystery, and gives Mars a bad 
score when it comes to producing

The reason there were more 
multiple births in 1942 than in 1933 
was because many more babies | 
were born, because the US birth 
jrate went up. More girls got mar- 
jried; a rush to the altar, which it 
will be recalled, started with the 


adoption of Selective Service be

Along with the rising birth rate 
naturally were more twins 
and other multiples, 

That is no special credit to Mars. 
What's to his discredit in this 
multiple baby business is that the 
percentage of multiples actually 
declined, In 1933, of all babies born 
in the United States, 11 and a frac- 
tion per cent per thousand were 
twins, triplets or quads.
